The  governments  of  tve  contracting  parties  teke 
upon  themselves  to  arrive  at  an  agreement  on  post 
and  telegraph  communication  immediately  after  the 
signing  of  the  present  treaty. 

T.  c  governments  of  the  contracting  parties  recog¬ 
nize  freedom  of  commerce,  corn unication  and  naviga¬ 
tion,  and  do  not  put  citizens  and  svips  of  respec¬ 
tive  stetos  in  less  favourable  position  in  compari¬ 
son  vi itv  these  of  r  tMrd  state.  Details  concern¬ 
ing  the  said  question  will  be  provided  for  later 
in  a  special  treaty  on  commerce  end  sec  navigation. 

The  governments  of  the  contracting  parties  take 
upon  themselves  to  conclude,  after  the  signing  of 
t>~is  treety,  an  agreement  on  customs’  regulations 
and  customs  duties,  based  on  tvc  principle  set  fort 
in  Article  4.  I 

Citizens  cf  each  of  the  contracting  parties  living 
on  the  territory  of  the  ctvcr  party  enjoy  the 
right  of  protection  of  personal  security  end  of 
inviolability  of  property,  and  arc  not  put  in  a 
less  favourable  position  than  citizens  of  their 
ov/n  or  of  a  third  state.

the  citizens  of  both  parties  arc  equal  to  those  of 
a  third  state. 
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Art.  8.  Citizens  of  cacv  of  the  contracting  pcrtics  enjoy 
the  right  of  entering  the  territory  of  the  other 
perty  end  of  free  travel  end  living  there  in  ac¬ 
cordance  v/itv  the  lows  of  cec1'  country;  on  enter¬ 
ing  they  produce  their  national  passports.

Art.  10.  Tic  government  of  the  Far  Ef stern  Republic  promise 
the  Japanese  government  never  to  introduce  on  its 
territory  communist  repine  end  to  preserve  the 
principles  of  private  property  not  only  regarding 
the  Japanese  subjects,  but  its  own  citizens  as  v/el. 

,.rt,  11.  Recognizing  the  open  door  principl  e,  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Frr  Eastern  Republic  should  abrogate 
ell  restrictions  existing  on  its  territory  for  the 
Japanese  subjects  in  mining  industry,  agriculture, 
forestry  and  in  all  extractive  industries  in 
general,  and  never  establish  them  again  in  future; 
it  slould  also  give  the  Japanese  subjects  full 
freedom  of  commerce  and  trades,  making  tveir  statu 
equal  to  that  of  the  subjects  of  t^eir  ovn  state.

The  government  of  the  Far  Eastern  Republic  takes 
upon  itself  to  never  keep  a  navy  in  tbc  Pacific 
Ocean  and  to  destroy  tbc  existing  one, 

Tbc  government  cf  tvc  Far  Eastern  Republic,  when 
settling  tbc  N.Urolaycv  question,  takes  upon  itself 
to  lease  t''c  northern  part  of  tbc  Sagbalin  Island 
to  tbc  Japanese  government  for  a  term  of  80  years 
as  compensation  for  losses  incurred  to  t^e  Japanese 
subjects  during  tbc  Nikoluyev  incident. 

Tbe  present  treaty  comes  into  force  on  its  ratifi¬ 
cation  by  tie  governments  of  tbe  contracting 
parties  and  continues  in  force  prior  to  conclu¬ 
sion  of  a  permanent  treaty  in  future. 

Tbe  present  treaty  is  drav/n  up  in  tbc  Russian  and 
Japanese  languages,  and  bot'-  copies  arc  authentic. 

rt.iclcs : 

In  ease  of  an  armed  conflict  between  Japan  and  a 
third  power,  tbc  government  of  tbc  Far  Eastern 
Republic  will  observe  strict  neutrality.
